WARRANT FOR TOWN MEETING 


To Albert F. Ward, a Constable of the Town of Hiram, 
in the County of Oxford and State of Maine, 


GREETING: 

In the name of the State of Maine, you are hereby 

required to notify and warn the inhabitants of said 

Town of Hiram, qualified by law to vote in town affairs, 

to meet at the town hall, in said town on Monday, the 

first day of March, at ten o’clock in the forenoon, to act 
on the following articles, to wit: 


Article 1. To choose a moderator to preside at said 
meeting. 


Art. 2. To see if the town will vote to accept the re- 
port of the town officers for the year 1942-1943. 


Art. 3. To choose all necessary town officers includ- 
ing constables. 


Art. 4. To see if the town will grant and raise such 
sums of money as may be necessary for the mainte- 
nance and support of schools and the poor, repairs of 
roads and bridges, and defray all other town charges 
for the ensuing year. 


Art. 5. To see if the town will vote to give a discount 
of 2% on all taxes paid on or before July 10, 19438. 


Art. 6. To see if the town will fix the price of labor 
for men, trucks, and teams. 


Art. 7. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $57.00 or more for school nursing, under 
the auspices of the Bureau of Health of the State 
Department of Health and Welfare. 


Art. 8. To see what sum the town will vote to raise 
for memorial purposes. 


Art. 9. To see if the town will instruct the select- 
men to secure a temporary loan if necessary. 


Art. 10. To see if the town will vote to raise the 
sum of $25.00 for use of hydrants at South Hiram. 


Art. 11. To see if the town will vote to receive bids 
for the collection of taxes and collector be elected by 
ballots. 


Art. 12. To see if the town will vote to take out 
50% of all wages for taxes, from all working for the 
town. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the selectmen and treasurer to borrow, in anticipation 
of taxes assessed in the current year, a sum not to 
exceed in aggregate $12,000.00 to meet the. current 
expenses of the town, said loans to be payable on or 
before the 28th day of February, 1944, such notes to 
be signed by selectmen and treasurer of the town. 


Art. 14. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
its selectmen to compromise on such basis as they 
may determine for the best interest of the town, or 
ratify compromises by its previous board heretofore 
made, any and all back taxes and give proper re- 
leases in behalf of the town therefore. 


Art. 15. To see if the town will vote to use tax 
liens instead of tax deeds by the collector. 


Art. 16. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate the sum of $150.00 for maintenance of 
Fire Department. 


Art. 17. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate (in addition to the amounts regularly- 
raised for the care of ways, highways and bridges), 
under the provisions of the statutes of Chap. 28, Sec. 
20, R. S. 1930, as amended by Chap. 169, P. L. 1937. 
Money necessary to entitle the town to State aid for 
State aid highways. 


Art. 18. To see if the town will vote to pay the 
selectmen as follows: $400.00 to the chairman; 
$250.00 to the second; $250.00 to the third. 


Art. 19. To see if the town will vote to authorize 
the assessors to rescind any amounts appropriated 
by the town for State aid highway construction in 
excess of the amount required by law to meet State 
apportionment. 


Art. 20. To see if the town will vote to instruct the 
selectmen to secure a loan to match such sums of 
money as may be granted by the 91st Legislature, 
this sum not to exceed one thousand dollars and to be 
raised at the next annual Town Meeting. 


Art. 21. To see if the town will vote to pay the 
selectmen seventy-five cents an hour, each to keep his 
own time. 


Art. 22. To see if the town will vote a budget com- 
mittee to meet with the town officers to adjust esti- 
mates to be presented to the voters at the next 
town meeting in March. Said committee to be elected 
from the floor. 


Art. 23. To see if the town will vote to raise and 
appropriate a sum of money to care for lots uncared 
for in the village cemetery, to be expended by the 
Cemetery Association. 


The selectmen give notice they will be in session at 
the Town House for the purpose of correcting the 
list of voters at nine o’clock in the forenoon on day of 
said meeting. |

To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Hiram: : 

The following is a report on your schools for the 
year just passed. 

With the exception of the South Hiram Grammar 
grades, the teachers are the same as last year. Miss 
Janet Tibbetts, a graduate of Gorham Normal School, 
has been in charge of that room since the beginning of 
school in September. 

The schools are continuing to give the children a 
firm foundation upon which they may build for the fu- 
ture. The primary children in both schools have excel- 
lent instruction in that very essential subject, reading. 

Every parent should do all that is possible to see that 
his children have an opportunity for a good sound edu- 
cation during these critical times. The strength of our 
Democracy tomorrow depends upon the education of 
our children today. 

Both school buildings should be painted and other 
repairs are needed at the Mt. Cutler School. Even with 
wages high it is not good economy to neglect repairs. 

The following budget is requested for next year:

REPORT OF PUBLIC HEALTH NURSE, 
1943 


Attempts have been made this summer by Farm Bu- 
reau women to have Child Health Conferences-in 
Hiram. Due to the fact that Hiram has no local doctor 
and doctors in surrounding towns were overworked, 
there was no conference. 
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Eleven visits were made to infants to encourage 
mothers to have medical supervision and to emphasize 
immunizations. 


Twenty-one visits were made to pre-school children, 
assisting in establishing good health habits. These 
visits with infant visits have a definite relationship to 
the school health program. 

Ten visits were made to school children to encourage 
the correction of defects or encourage attendance at 
Crippled Children’s Clinics conducted by the State 
Bureau of Health. 


Five visits were made to prospective mothers. 

Several citizens were interviewed to interest them in 
forming a community health council so that they could 
share in the health program. We hope to have this 
coming year such a council in Hiram. Some attempt 
has been made to have physical examination of school 
children, but plans are not completed at the time of this 
report. 


I certainly appreciate the codperation I have received 
from town officials, Mr. Rankin, health officer, and the 
Farm Bureau.

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REPORT OF SUPERINTENDENT 
OF SCHOOLS 


To the Superintending School Committee and Citizens 
of Hiram: 

The following report of the school department is pre- 
sented for your consideration. 

Two changes have been made in the teaching staff 
this year. Mrs. Evelyn Day has replaced Mrs. Welch in 
the South Hiram primary room and Mrs. Katherine 
Clemons has been placed in charge of the intermediate 
room at the Mt. Cutler School. We have been very for- 
tunate to have well-trained and capable teachers in our 
schools this year. Every effort should be made to retain 
these teachers. 

Standard tests have been given in the schools this 
year. These tests help the teachers to understand and 
meet the needs of individual pupils. 

State Department of Education cumulative record 
cards have been supplied to the teachers for each pupil 
in grades 4, 5, 6, 7, and 8. These cards provide for a 
more complete record of the pupils’ progtens through 
school.’ 

Some necessary repairs have been made this year. A 
new ceiling has been put up in the intermediate room 
at the Mt. Cutler School. Other repair work and inside 
painting has been done in this building. New front 
doors were put in at the South Hiram School and some 
inside painting was done. 

More repairs are needed at the Mt. Cutler School. 
The windows should be repaired or replaced, some new 
doors are needed, and a new ceiling should be put up in 
the grammar room. These repairs would soon pay for 
themselves in savings on fuel. Both buildings are 
badly in need of paint. 

The following budget, for the coming year, has been 
recommended by the superintending school committee 
and approved by the budget committee: 
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Elementary schools, $6,000.00 
High school tuition, 5,000.00 
Music, . 162.00 
Books and supplies, 400.00 
Repairs, 200.00 
Lights and water, 100.00 


In closing, I wish to thank all those who have as- 
sisted, in any way, in making this a successful school 
year.
